The Career of the Founder of the Inter- 
national League. 


A Deep Thinker. 


The Leipsic Grenzbotem, a journal hostile 
to the policy of the International League 
gives the following account of the career o 
the founder of that agsociation: 

fore 1 communism was little more 
than the dream ofa sect. After the revolu- 
— agitation of that year had somewhat 
subsided, a fusion was accomplished at Lon- 
don between two distinct elements, one of 
which was the hatred of certain eccentric indi- 
viduals for the existing state of things, and 
the other the instinctive and chimeri long- 
ing of the working classes to put msclves 
in the place of those who govern an enjoy, in 
order to enjoy and rule in their turn. es 
Marx, a native of Rhen Prussia, 
and a Jew d » the 
realization of this Utopian vision by placing 
himself at the head of a vast conspiracy, de- 
signed to create practical communism. From 
that moment this sect became the most power- 
ful of all the secret sotieties. London had 
harbored for several years previously a crowd 
of proscribed individuals who fretted with im- 


potent and constantly brooded over the 
causes of their exile. Charles Marx succeeded 
in turning these personal grievences to ac- 
count in the interests of his association. Each 
group of exiles had its own favorite theory 
and most of these theories bore a separatist 
character, but they were all tinged with the 
errors, hallocinations, and national tendencies 
of the individuals who entertained them. It 
was still necessaay to find a universal lever 
which might be everywhere applied and util- 
ized with facility. is lever Marx found in 
the chronic discontent of the working classes. 
He fourded à secret association, independ- 
ent of any consideration of nationality or 
government, comprehending that it would be 
a more arduous task to carry out a particular 
thana universal conspiracy, since the capa- 
bilities of the former would be necessarily 
much more restricted than those of the latter. 
He conscquently endeavored to agglomerate, 
as far as practicable, the clements of on- 
tent scattered through the civilized world. He 
succeeded in gaining for his cause the most 
resolute and vehement— the instruments best 
adapted for his purpose—and of them he com- 
posed his staff. The next step was to form an 
army out of the malcontent workmen of all

ers. The necessary apparatus and appli- 
ances for this plan are possessed in such 
great abundance by the school, that if 
the teachers would take advantage of 
these opportunities the best results would 
follow. . 

The Bussey Institution, the new depart- 
ment of the university, founded by the 
munificent bequest of BRN Bussey, 
who died over thirty years ago, commences 
its career, according tothe terms of Mr. 
Busagy's will, next September. It is so 
well endowed as to be independent of the 
number ot its students, and its sole object 


At New. Haven, too, the same spirit of 
progress prevails in as liberal and compre- 
hensive manner as elsewhere, though it is 
manifested in a somewhat different man- 
ner. The plan at Yale is to have two dis- 
tinet colleges for under graduates, in one 
of which the old system that places classi- 
cal studies in the foreground shall be re- 
tained, while in the other the sciences are 
to have the first place. These two col- 
lege courses, each of four years, are te be 
subsidiary to a course of two years in any one 
of five distinct departments of philosophy, 
theology, law, medicine, and the fine arts. 
Thus the length of the entire course of 
study would be six years, and the studen 
upon passing the required examination, 
would be entitled to the degree of Doctor 
of Pholosophy. 

These sections of supplemental study 
are distinguished by the names of philol- 
ogy; of intellectual and moral philosophy, 
political science and history; of mathe- 
matics, physics and astronomy; of pure 
and applied science, and of engineering. 
Not all of these are fully organized, though 
for several years there have been students 


n ho have passed through one or another 


of these courses, and taken the degree of 
Ph. D, 


The department of fine arts has many 
splendid means of usefulness, and is stead- 
ily increasing its riches in this respect. It 
already has its professor of painting and 
professorships of architecture, and sculp- 
ture may soon be established, 

The great need of Yale, that she feels in 
common with all her sister universities, is 
alarger endowment fund. It is for the 
alumni, who know so well the good that 
their universities have done, to see to it 
that a lack of means shall no longer limit 
their beneficent influences. The trustees 
are fully equal to the work that is expected 
of them, and are already doing what they 
can. The graduates must now support 
them with a generous supply of money, 
and progress will be rapid and substantial 
enough to please the most exacting. 

The influence of Cornell in instituting 
these reforms should not be lost sight of. 
The success of the strong and earnest men 
who inaugurated at Ithaca what was re- 
garded as a unique experiment, was so 
great that it showed not only what was 
feasible but also what was absolutely essen- 
tial in the cause of education. And the 
great reforms that have consequently taken 
place in our best universities show an en- 
ergy and intelligence that prove how thor- 
oughly the scholarly men, who in other 
countries are notoriously most opposed to 
innovatiog, are in sympathy with the high- 
est teachings of practical wisdom, 


Germany and the Catholics. 

The alleged interview of a correspond- 
ent of the New York World with Prof. 
Vox Don mon, the head of the great 
anti-infallibility movement in Germany, 
assumes a very doubtful character when 
we compare the resolutions adopted on the 
6th inst. at the convention of the anti-in- 
fallibility party at Heidelberg with the sen- 
timents ostensibly by the great 
theologian in his conversation with the 
World correspondent.
